Gen. Charles Roome of New York, 
will review the parade 
UNLESS PREVENTED BY ILLNESS. 


The Grand Master's health is not good, and 


his physician has advised him not to under- 
take the task, but he is very loath to accept 
this advice, and will not yield to it if it can be 
safely ignored. Eleven o’clock was fixed 
upon as the time for the procession to start, 
but it was nearly noon defore the procession 
starfed. The line was headed by Eminent sir 
Knight Myron W. Parker of this city, Chief 
Marrhal aud his staff, of which Sir Knight 
Harrison Dingman was Chief. 

Opposite the grand stand erected in front of 
the Executive Mansion the beautiful follage 
of trees in Lafayette Park, with the gorgeous 
hues of autumn, rustied in the bracing breeze 
as the spectators assembled on either 
side of the broad avenue and waited 
patientiy the arrival of the procession 
and of President Harrison. Altnough 
the parade was to start from the Capitol at 11 
o clock there was no indication of its ap- 
proach at the White House as the belle of the 
city chimed the hour of noon. At this hour 
the skies became overcast and, the warmth of 
the sun being temporarily withdrawn, the 
chilly wind caused the awaiting hundreds to 
draw more closely around them 

THEIR OVERCOATS AND WRAPS 


At 12:80 President Harrison entered the re- | 


viewing stand, leaning onthe arm of Secre- 
tary Windom. He was folloved by Secretaries 
Tracy, Noble and Kusk, Attorney-General 
Miller, Gen. Schofield and Gen. Vincent, As- 
sistant Adjutant-General. They were accom- 
panied by Mrs. Harrison, Dr. Scott, Mrs. 
Scott Lord, Mrs. Halford, Miss Sanger and 
several Indiana friends. The entrance of the 
presidential party was the signal for loud ap- 
plause. 
THE PARADE. 

A few moments after the President's arrival 
the head of the procession filed around the 
corner of Fifteenth street and marched with 
measured tread in front of the reviewing 
stand, where President Harrison doffed his 
hat in response to the salutes with which he 
Was constantly greeted. Eminent Sir Myron 
M. Parker, with forty-five aides on horseback, 
six or eight abreast, followed by the Wash- 
ington Commanderies, headed the procession. 
They were accompanied by the Marine Band, 
which was the recipient of many cheers as it 
passed the stand. Secretary Blaine, who en- 
tered the stand at this moment and courteously 
bowed to the assembled multitude, was en- 
thusiastically welcomed. The De Molay Com- 
mandery of the District, preceded by asquadof 
mounted buglers,madea fine impression. It was 
followed by a procession of carriages, the 
foremost ot which contained Grand Com- 
mander Roome, who 7 bowed to 
the President, who as deferentially returned 
the salute. Many of the officers of the Grand 
Encampment as they rode by stood on the 
carriage cushions while making their saluta- 
tiona to the executive of the nation. At 2 
o’clock the sixth division, comprising about 
one-half of the procession, was passing the 
reviewing stand. 

The last commandery passed the presiden- 
tial reviewing stand at 3:30 o’clock. The pro- 
cession discontinued the remainder of its long 
line of march aad was finally disbunded about 
an hour later. 

THE BOY KNIGHTS. 

One of the incidents at the White House this 
morning was the presentation to the Presi- 
dent of the Boy Kaights Templar from Louis - 
ville, Ky. They wore the full dress uniform 
of the commandery, plumed chapeau, bal- 
dric, sword, etc., and made avery bandsome 
soidierly appearance as they marched into 
the East Room. They were accompanied by 
Mr. Justice Harlan and were formally pre- 
sented by him in a short address.

The Dominion, 


OTTAWa, Ontario, October 8.—A number of 
the Government restrictionist organs assert 
that the United States has displayed hostility 
to reciprocal trade with the Dominion by 
neglecting to invite Canada to send delegates 
to the International Congress in Washington.

delegates were not asked, is found in a letter 
from Senator Sherman toa gentieman of this 
city.

WAS IT A TBAP? 


The Kansas City papers are delighted 
with the result of the World’s Fair Con- 
vention at St. Joseph. They seem to re- 
gard it as a very ingenious trap to catoh a 
lot of St. Louis delegates, and that it com- 
pelled them to commit themselves to the 
support of Chicago against New York. 

Now all the valid arguments for a West- 
ern location point to the center of the 
Mississippi Valley or to St. Louis, and not 
to any city located outside of that valley 
and within the valley of the St. Lawrence. 
Moreover St. Louis is likely to be the sec- 
ond choice of the New York influence, 
and it does not seem wise at this 
stage of the contest for St. Louis to take 
sides between other competing locations, 
neither of which has as strong claims as 
her own. By standing on ther own bot- 
tom she would strengthen her position. 
By taking sides with either of the two 
competing cities she gives needless offense 
where she should seek and may find tri- 
umphant aid when the final struggle 
occurs. By taking sides with Chicago, 
St. Louis simply gives up the fight fora 
Mississippi Valley location, and thereby 
offends many of her own supporters who 
prefer New York to Chicago. 

Some foolish things have been said and 
done in the name of St. Louis in this con- 
nection and itis to be hoped that outsid- 
ers will remember that people who put 
themselves forward to speak for St. Louis 
are sometimes neither qualified nor au- 
thorized to do so.

BAKBARISM, 

A wealthy and well-known citizen of 
St. Louis, wandering about at night in an 
unconscious condition, strays into a 
strange house and falls asleep. He is un- 
conscious, unagegressive, unresisting and 
helpless. His condition isone which ap- 
peals tothe sympathy of every human 
being, calls for help, nursing and relief. 
The police are near at hand; the 
city has a Health Department, hos- 
pitals, ambulances—everything that is 
needed for the care of people 
found unconscious and unknown. But 
instead of any of this machinery 
of civilization being brought into use in 
the case of Capt. SLATTERY, on Sunday 
morning, he was set upon by some gta 
gang of savages, who took more than a 
savage delight in beating, bruising and 
wounding their helpless victim. A half 
a dozen able-bodied men stood by and 
saw the brutality carried on. The only 
man among them protested and was 
knocked down, and they watched the 
bloody sport, with its accompaniments of 
highway robbery and possibly murder, as 
a pleasant adventure to lend excitement 


and sprees. Thisis a true picture of the 
barbarism which lingers in St. Louis to 
disgrace our civilization. Will it de al- 
lowed to go unpunished?

AN act of Congress approved May, 1882, 
expressly forbids the admission of Chi- 
nese to citizenship and repeals all con- 
flicting laws. The act of September 13, 
1888, prohibiting the coming of Chinese 
laborers to the United States, included a 
section repealing the statute forbidding 
the naturalization of Chinese, but pro- 
vided that the repeal should take effect 
only upon the ratification of the pend- 
ing treaty with China. As the treaty 
has not yet been ratified the act of 1882 1s 
stillin force, and it is questionable if the 
ratification of the treaty and the repeal 
of that prohibition would make Chinese 
eligible to naturalization. Before either 
of these acts were approved the courts 
held that the original statutes on the sub- 
ject so restricted the privilege of natural- 
ization as to exclude the yellow races. If 
Chinamen are obtaining naturalization 
papers anywhere in this country, the 
courts issuing them are doing so contrary 


to law.

No such sweeping and sudden change in 
popular thought and sentiment has been seen 
since the waras thie which has apparentiy 
overtaken the Republican party in the first 
hour of its triumph.

Federal Control of Elections. 


From the New York WORLD. 

If Congress should attempt to create a board 
to seize and count the ballots cast in a State 
for Presidential Electors or to make returns 
of the votes it would beyond doubt exceed its 
constitutional power. The State machinery 
for counting the ballots and declaring the 
vote is the ‘‘manner’’ in which the State Leg- 
islature, in the exercise of its constitutional 
right, has ‘‘directed’’ that the Electors shall 
be appointed. Outside the constitutional 
question, however, stands the question of 
justice and right. Every law which tends to 
prowote the purity and fairness of elections 
is a public benefaction—a safeguard of free 
government. But Federal interference with 
State elections is too often a cloak for parti- 
sanship, @neath which fraud is more likely to 
be found than honesty. The Federal Super- 
visor law has been the screen for cross abuses 
in this city and some of its provisions are in 
conflict with the rights and liberty of the peo- 
ple. It would not be wise for Congress to 
venture further upon this sort of legisiation. 


Mre. Amelie Bives’ Reputed Assistant.

Mystery Surrounding 
the Assault. 


Capt. Slattery’s Whereabouts on Satur- 
day Night. Now Known. 


Sensational Stories Are Told Concerning 
His Movements Bat They Are Not Re- 
lieved—Hunt Charges Klosterman With 
Taking the Diamonds—A Neat Trick At- 
tempted in Disposing of the Setting of 
the Pin—Judge {Laughlin Talks About 
Capt. Slattery’s Condition—Where the 
Sleeve Buttons and Check Are—The 
Pelice on a Hunt for Diamonds. 


NLY Capt. Silat- 
tery’s pin and ring 
now are missing. 
The most impor- 
tant feature of the 
case has now been 
made clear — the 
Captain’s where- 
abouts during the 
hours that were 
unaccounted for. 
His friends have 
learned that he was 
at his office that 
night working over 
a matter he was 
anxious to settle 
before he went 


away, and then he 


went out for one of 
bis usual walks. John Knox, who frequents 
Klosterman’s saloon, telle a sensational story 
about his being at the saloon early in the 
evening playing craps, but no faith is put in 
the tale. Mr. Herbert Lee has found the miss- 
Ing check for $1,000 in the Captain’s office, and 
Chief Huebler has had all along the missing 
shirt buttons. The police are looking 
for the ring and pin, but they bave not 
found them. Hunt claims that Kloesterman 
took them and still has them, but his story 
is weak and it is not be- 
lieved. Much of the mystery haa 
now deen explained but probably it will not 
all be cleared until the Captain is well enough 
to talk about the matter. 
HIS WHEREABOUTS DISCOVERED. : 
Capt. Slattery’s friends have at last discov- 
ered where he was during the early part of 
Saturday night. They have not yet secured 
proof that is positive, but they have evidence 
that satisfies themselves, and they are sure 
that within a day or two they will be able to 
account for every minute of his time. Capt. 
Slattery had a good deal of elévator business 
to settle, and all the papers concerning it 
were in his office. He was anxious to settle it 
so that he could leave here next Saturday, 
and he had said to one or two people that 
he was going to work at night to try and get 
through with it in time to leave. He provided 
himeelf with a key to his office, which he had 
not had before, and that key was found in bis 
pocket. The papers were all in one package 
when Capt. Slattery left the office, about 5 
o’ clock in the afternoon, but when hie desk 
was opened on Monday it was found that they 
bad been assorted and there were pencil 
marks in the Captain’s handwriting on the 
margins. From this it is certain that the 
Captain was at his office that night, and this 
does not conflict with his statement that he 


got off an Olive street car at Twenty-first 
street, for it has been proved that a part of 
his statement—that he was knocked down on 
Twenty-first and Franklin avenue—was a mis- 
take, aud it is probable that he is wron 

about it all. Another feature o 

the case is that the Captain had 
a well-koown babit of going out to walk wheu 
he felt nervous, and all ot his friends Know 
that at such times a house became a prison to 
him and be would go out on the street and 
walk for miles, to no particular place, but just 
walk until he was calm, then go sleep.

JAY GOULD’S IMITATION DEPOT FILLED 
WITH STRANGERS. 


Visiters to the St. Louis Fair and Exposi- 
tion More Namerous To-Day Than Ever 
Before—-A Full View of the Wretched 
Buildings at Poplar and Twelfth Streets 
and a Disegraceful Crush Their Introdue- 
tien te the City. 


VER since yesterday 

morniog the Union 

Depot has presented 

a scene of wild con- 

fusion. Early last 

evening the great 

. crowds began to 

pour in and sue 

that time the thbor- 

ougbfares stretching 

in every direction 

from the 6t.

the crowd. Every road entering St. Louis is 


crush and jam, dare venture into the narrow 
pen which serves for the grand entrance to 
the Union Depot. The big squad of police as- 
signed for duty at the Union Depot were kept 
busy all day guiding the visitors through 
the moving trains which were shunted down 
over the main corridor. In the wailting-rooms 


ing for friends were compelled to stand about 
the close and uneomfortable appartments. 
The unfitness of the sheds now serving as a 
Union Depot was never more forcibly pre- 
sented to the oltizens of St. Louis than to-day. 


AT THE HOTELS. 

The olerks at the hotels imagined that they 
had a great number of guests to attend to yes- 
terday, and thought the influx 
to-day would be if at all 
more numerous. immediately 
after the arrival of tne fret morning train 
they discovered their mistake and before 8 
o’clock had settled down to the bardest day's 
work that they bad ever done. As one 
remarked, the crowd at the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention was not to be compared 
for an instant tothetbrongs that poured into 
the bote! corridors, and besieged the coun- 
ters. Every available foot of room had been 
given up to sleeping accommodations, 
the halls were filed with cots, store- 
rooms were emptied and transformed 
into sleeping - rooms, and in some 
— — the quarters for the servants had deen 
secured elsewbere and their rooms given up 
to the guests. The capacity of the hotels had 
been very largely increased by these devices, 
but the supply was not nearly 
equal to the demand and handreds 
were turned away because there was 
not a viacein which they could be accommo- 
dated. Such athrong bad aevor before as- 
sembied on Tuesdayof Fair week as that 
which poured into the city this morning. 

The visitors would have been subjected to 
very considerabie inoonvenience had it not 
been for the admirable arrangements made 
by the Merchants’ Bureau of Information. 
This was established at the suggestion of W. 
R. Hodges, who was placed in charge. A list 
of all boarding houses wae obtained and 
thousands of visitors were directed to 


places where they could seoure rooms.

A CASE OF MURDER. 


Charles Coppersmith, a Peer Carpenter, the 
Victim of Toughs. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DraratTou. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—Charles Ooppersmith, a 
carpenter of No. 782 Eleventh avenue, 30 years 
old, who has supported his wife and children 
by doing odd jobs, and who has been a good 
deal of a butt for ridicule for the smart 
Alecks’’ of the neighborhood, died on Sunday 
last in Roosevelt Hospital and his body was 
found to be covered with bruises. The phy- 


sician in charge says that he believes death 
was caused by beatings the map bad received. 
From investigation yesterday it was learned 
that Coppersmith was in Louis Ferber’s 
saloon, No. 764 Eleventh avenue, on the even 
ing of September 16 last, and he was teased 
and call **Waddy Googan’’ until be finally 
threw agiass of beer in the face of one of bis 
tormenters. Copperamith afterward told bis 
wife and bis landlady that he was beaten by 
the crowd and flung into the street by the 
ale ofthe galoon. He managed to pull 

imeelf together and find Policeman Cos- 
tello. Costello advised him to ge 
a warrant for Ferber. Coppersmith had 
Ferber arrested next day. In the 
Fifty-seventh Street Police Court Ferber bad 
a score of witnesses to prove that be did not 
touch Ooppersmith and he was discharged.

BERLIN 7 CITY SHELI“R, 


A Unique German Charity Which Might Well 
be Imitated Here. 


From the New York Post, 

One of the most noteworthy institutions of 
Berlin is that known as thé ‘‘City Shelter.“ 
the like of whieh is to be found in no other 
capftai in the world. It stands just outside of 
Berlin, was opened in October, 1687, and 
is intended for the accommodation not only 
of homeless individuals, but of homeless 
families os well. It consists of one large 


three-story building, and inthe rear, twenty 
one-story barracks, each of which is capable 
of accommodating from sixty to ee ee 
sons. The main building ie intended chiefly 
for poor families. Rents are excessively bigh 
in Berlin, and it often happens that an artisan 
or a laborer gets into arrears with his pay- 
ments, and ffnds himself ejected with his 
family into the street, having no money in his 
pocket w:to which to "hire fresh A mage His 
resource on such occasion is the Ottey 
Shelter, whither he goes with his wife and 
children and whatever household effects he 
still possesses. 

On their arrival the clothing they wear and 
the furniture they have brought with them 
are thorouxhly disinfected, and the members 
of the familly are sent to different parts of the 

establishment, ace -rding to sex or age. The 
busband Is located in the men’s department; 
the wille, the eldest daughters and the —_— 
est children are sent to that for women, while 
boys ea 6 years of age are 
u 
kor 
— sre allowed to remain in the shelter 
for eight days, and are not only lodgers, but 
are provided with géod, wholesome food by 
the city, not a penny being asked for from 
them in return. The women, however, are 
expected to assist in keeping the establish- 
ment scrupulously clean; the men are allowed 
certain hours of absence, costed which 
may go in search of work should they be out 
of employment, while the boys get regular 
instruction in the school- room. 

Should it be found that the husband or 
father has honestly striven to obtain work 
during the eight days, but has falled, the fam- 
ily is allowed to remain for still another 
such period. Eventhen, if he should have 
obtained an engagement whick is not suffi- 
clently remunerative to enabie him to set up 
a fresh home at once, the wife and children 
may remain still longer in the shelter, and he 
may gO there and sleep at night. Even with 
all this the kindness of the city does not end, 
for when at last the family leave they may be 
presented with from 15 to 20snillings toward 
their preliminary household expenses. 


The Clevelands in Albany Society. 


From the Boston Transcript. 

There is any amount of looking at ‘‘society’’ 
from the outside. How does it look from the 
inside? What are the feelings ot the 400 with 
reference to their own wroceedings? Do the 


people engaged in this glitterfng humbug ever 
look at themselves objectively, as it were, and 
take a sort of curious interest in the manifes- 
tations of their own well-buttressed pretence? 
Possibly; the Listener the other day heard a 
story from one of the leaders of the small 
aristocratic circle at Albany, N. —‘*s0cie 
ety,’’ as everybody knows, bas its outlying 
representatives sometimes even in smal 
towns, and io Albany there happens to bea 
very select circie indeed—which seems to 
prove that even society people can sometimes 
see the humor of their proceedin — 

„We are, as you know;’’ said Miss X——, ‘*a 
very select circie at Albany. Noone is ever 
admitted to our set except after the maturest 
consideration and the fullest probation. 
Well, you may remember that some years 
ayo Mr. Grover Cleveland, who had been 
Mayor of the city of Buffalo, was elected 
Governor of New York. We at Albany did 
not know Mr. Cleveland. He came to 
the capital and established himself in 
the Governor’s house, with hissister, Miss 
Rose Elizabeth Cleveland, to preside over the 
household. We found Miss C eveland, so far 
as we had occasion to meet her, a very agreé- 
able person; we saw, of course, in one way 
and another, something of the family; but 
one may be Governor of New York and not be 
in Albany society. It is esibie that we 
patronized Miss Clevelan4 a bit, but of course 
we did not do anything which was in the least 
like 2 her into our set. 

‘*Well, the last part of the winter of 1882-83 
and the — of 1883-84, during all of which 
the Clevelands were at Albany, went by; the 
autumn of 1884 came, and Grover Cleveland 
was elected President of the United States. 
That made the situation somewhat different. 
When we came together we canvassed the 
question a littl whether Miss Cieveland 
should not now be taken into society. Mr. 
Cleveland was no longer merely Governor— 
he was President-elect, and his sister was 
to be mistrees of the White House. 
Even that, of course, by no means en- 
titled per to be admitted into society ; 
but we drew the line on the side of leniency, 
and toward the middle of winter a little deie- 
gation of us called at the Executive Mansion 
to Invite Miss Cleveland toalittle party which 
was tout au fait a society affair. That invita- 
tion was, naturally, the beginning of Miss 
Cleveland’s existence in Albany. She had 
been in the city fortwo winters already, but 
she had not been in society. Soin conveying 
the invitation to Miss Cieveland, I took oc- 
casion to remark: 

We are very glad to welcome you to Al- 
bany, Mise Cleveland, and we hope you will 
pass a pleasant winter with us.’ 

‘*I suppose that may have sounded queer to 
her; at any rate, she drew herself up a little 
icily and remarked: 

„Thank you, Miss X: but this is not my 
Orat winter in Albany.’ 

I made no reply exceptto raise my eye- 
brows a little, but it was really very ftunny. 
You would have thought—thou:h 1 really 
must say she carried it off very well—that we 
had been deficientin some duty theret fore, 
instead of conierring. a favor, as we were do- 
ing. But sometimes the funny sides of these 
things will strike us, you know!“

Loxpox, Oct. 8.—A well-known London en- 
gineer who was one of the 250 members of the 
Iron and Steel Institute entertained in Paris 
last week by M. Eiffel and the President of the 
French Society of Engineers, “ve an inter- 
esting account of a cony be had with 
M. el, in which ntleman 
gave bis opinion of ibil 
of constructing a tower on 
Eiffel structure in Paris, 


as are proposed for the tower to be constructed 
on the site of the World's Exposition of 1892 in 
the United States. In this conversation M. 
Eiffel expressed his unbounded confidence that 
the ge of the Paris structure, with some 
slight modifications which experience bad 
suggested to him, could be safely adopted for 
atowertwice ite height, and that with this 
plun a tower of any altitude desired presented 
no engineering difficulties whatever, but was 
simply a question of outlay. If the American 
exposition committee were ambitious to erect 
one 1,500 or 2,000 feet high they bad simply to 
provide the funds and the structure would 
spring from the ground in nine months after 
the order was given. Of course, great care 
would have to be exercised in che selection of 
a suitable site, as upon this would very large- 
ly depend the stability of the structure. 
When questioned as to whether he would 
have any professional connection wéth the 
construction of the proposed American tower, 
M. Eiffel said it was too early yet to reach any 
definite understanding.

Cambridge has a distinguished visitor in the 
person of Sir Edwin Arnold. The gentleman 
who is famous over the civilized world as 
author of ‘‘Light of Asia“ is now on his first 
tour of the United States. Fora week or 
more friends and callers have found him 
the guest of President Eliot at Cambridge. 


To them and all who know him, Sir Edwin 
seems quite at home In the shade of Harvard. 
Asan Oxford man, he regards the younger 
university with feelings ofthe warmest friend- 
ship. It was the alma mater of his father-in- 
law, and is further endeared to him by inti- 
mate personal acquaintance with professors 
who teach within its walis to-day. 

Now that I think of it,’’ said Sir Edwin, in 
a recent interview, ‘‘there is, perbaps, the 
same tendency in manners as that whieh And 
expression in language, and, above all, in the 
language of the American newspaper.
